1. For your information I am enclosing herewith a copy 

of a preliminary .report which I furnished to the Deputy Adjutant 
General, Canadian ’Military Headquarters, with respect to this 
trial which took place recently at AURICH, Germany, in a Military 
Court. Paragraphs 13 and 14 have been omitted as they will - not 
concern the members ~bf~your commission. 

2. Since this report was prepared, the Convening Authority, 
Major-General VOICES, GOC Canadian Army of Occupation, has ^omnuted 
the death sentence to one of l ife i mprisonment. His public state¬ 
ment "with respect to this reads as follows:

"The Confirming Authority, after thorough 
review of the proceedings of the Military 
Court which tried Brigadefuhrer Kurt MEYER 
whereby he was found Guilty and condemned 
to death for responsibility in connection 
with the shooting of Canadian prisoners of 
war but Not Guilty of issuing any direct 
orders for such shooting considers MEYER’s 
degree of responsibility was not such as 
to warrant the extreme penalty. Hhe Con¬ 
firming Authority has therefore seen fit 
to commute the sentence to one of life 
imprisonment, which sentence_will be 
served/'in a Canadian prison. -
